THE LATEST. 


A number of resolutions relating to 
the Bcfiley case were offered In the 
Route yesterday. One was by Repre¬ 
sentative Wheeler, of Kentucky, and 
provides for act Investigation of 
Bchley’s conduct by the Committee on 
Naval Affairs. Others provide for a 
vote of thanks, a sword of honor and 
Bchley medals, and moke Admiral Dew¬ 
ey's finding the opinion of Congress. 
Representative Griffith, of Indiana. In¬ 
troduced a resolution for an investiga¬ 
tion of the Navy Department and the 
Bchley case. 

At yesterday's session of the confer¬ 
ence between the leaders of capital and 
labor In New York, it was decided to 
appoint a committee of th!rty-six to 
devise a plan to harmonize employers 
and employed. The committee is made 
up of prominent men chosen In equal 
number from the ranks of organized 
labor, the leaders of capital and Indus¬ 
try, and members of the public not 
Identified with either of the two inter¬ 
ests. 

The debate on the Philippine Tariff 
Bill opened in the House yesterday. 
Mr. Payne opened the discussion with 
a review of the relations between the 
United States and the islands and 
pointed out the reasons of the majority 
for promulgating the bill. Owing to 
Illness Mr. Richardson was net present 
and Mr. Swanson led the opposition. A 
vote will be taken on the bill this after¬ 
noon at A o’clock. 


The Republicans and the Democrats 
of the Senate have agreed upon their 
committee assignments. Senators Wel¬ 
lington and McLaurin were cared for 
by the Republicans. Senator Deboe ia 
assigned to six committees and Sena¬ 
tor Blackburn to seven. Both Kentucky 
Senators are members of the committee 
on establishing the University of the 
United States, Senator Deboe being 
chairman.

Dec. 17 —Charles Emory 
Smith, of Philadelphia, has tendered to 
the President his formal resignation aa 
Postmaster General, to take effect early 
next month, and Henry C. Payne, of 
Wisconsin, vice chairman of the Repub¬ 
lican National Committee, has accepted 
the tender of the office, to which he will 
be nominated immediately after the 
holiday recess. Mr. Smith has agreed 
to remain until January 15. If necessary, 
but will return Immediately thereafter 
to Philadelphia to resume the editorship 
of the Philadelphia Press. 

This change In the Cabinet was form¬ 
ally announced at to-day's session of 
the Cabinet. All the members of the 
Cabinet expressed profound regret and 
the President paid a very impressive 
tribute to the service and personality of

He said he had sought to persuade 
Mr. Smith to alter his determination 

and to remain in the Cabinet, but with¬ 
out success, and he finally accepted Mr. 
Smith's reason* as decisive. 

Mr. Smith first announced to the Pres¬ 
ident the latter part of last month that 
he had decided to return to his editorial 
duties. The President at that time 

urged him to remain. 

Mr. Smith, however, had been fre¬ 

quently reminded by his business asso¬ 
ciates of the duties devolving upon him 
and was eager to return to them. He 
h*u! several talks with President Roose¬ 
velt on the subject and finally, on Sat¬ 
urday afternoon last, formally tendered 
to the President the following letter of 
resignation:

Reasons Are Purely Personal. 

Washington. Dec. 14. 19QL—Jdy Dear Mr. 
President: Following my verbal commu¬ 
nication of some time ago 1 beg to tender 
my resignation of the office of Postmaster 
General, to take effect at your early con¬ 
venience on the appointment and quali¬ 
fication of my successor. 

This step Is taken in fulfillment of a 
plan long since formed, for purely per¬ 
sonal reasons, the execution of which 
has been delayed until It could be car¬ 
ried out without embarrassing your de¬ 
clared policy and until department meas¬ 
ures In which 1 am deeply Interested 
could be satisfactorily advanced and as¬ 
sured. In laying down the trust commit¬ 
ted to my hands 1 want to thank you 
most sincerely for the confidence you 
have reposed In me. and for the great 
pleasure 1 have found In an association 
which has deepened my esteem for you 
personally and my ndmlratlon for the 
spirit and alms of your Administration. 

With my best wishes that you may 
have the largest measure of success, I 
remain, faithfully yours.

Mr. Payne Will Take Charge. 

Mr. Smith delayed the formal tender 
until the President had chosen his suc¬ 
cessor. Mr. Payne Is now at his home 
In Wisconsin. His name will be sent to 
the Senate for confirmation during the 
first week of January. He Is expected 
to be ready to take charge of the office 
by the middle of next month at the 
latest. It Is stated that no other 
changes In the Cabinet are at present 
contemplated. Mr. Smith has been 
Postmaster General since April 21. 1898. 
succeeding James A. Gary, of Maryland, 
virtually at the outset of the Spanish 
War. Mr. Gary had been one of Presi¬ 
dent McKinley’s original Cabinet ap¬ 
pointees. but felt himself physically un¬ 
able to bear the strain of Cabinet duties 
during the war. postmaster General 
Smith, In an Interview, rpeke as follows 
about hl6 action: 

As Indicated In my letter of resignation, 
lids step has been taken In conformity 
with n plan formed many months ago. 
1 com (ft un touted my purpose to the Pres¬ 
ident last month with the accompanying 
statement that I wished to consult fils 
convenience as to the thm* when 1 should 
go out. The President was exceedingly 
gracious and strongly urged me to stay, 
but finally accepted ray reasons as con¬ 
clusive of my duty to myself. My rela¬ 
tions with the President have »>een of the 
most cordial character and havp strength¬ 
ened ns we have worked together \v e 
have been In thorough accord in nil mat¬ 
ters of policy. I have farmed the high¬ 
est estimate of Ms lofty and patriotic 
atundurd of administration and it hus 
been u greut pleasure to cu-operute with 
him My resignation has be**u delaytd 
beyond my original purpose for two rea¬ 
sons which have been harmonized. First, 
to consult the President’s wishes and not 
to embarrass hie declared policies as to 
his Cabinet, and. second, to carry forward 
department policies In which I am great¬ 
ly Interested to a point where their sue. 
cess Is assured. My successor, Mr. Payne, 
a man who by ability, experience ami 
knowledge of public affairs Is admirably 
fitted for th'* place, and I am glad to sur¬ 
render the trust to such excellent hands. 


Four Years Ago He Sought a Cabinet Berth nud IVas 
Turned Down—He Is a “Machine” Man 
Out and Out. 


Milwaukee, Wls.. Dec. 17.—[Special.]— 
The appointment of Henry C. Payee as 
Fostmaster General by flu means meet3 
with the approval of the whole Repub¬ 
lican party In this Stat?. The followers 
of Gov. Lafollette are disappointed and 
those who opposed Mr. Payne for the 
Cabinet four years ago and who suc¬ 
ceeded in getting Mr. McKinley to turn 
him down are outspoken In their op¬ 
position. 

The Republican party In Wisconsin 
has been divided for some years. Payne 
has been regarded as the leader of the 
machine faction and the corporation In¬ 
terests and has always fought and op¬ 
posed whosoever ran for office and was 
not Identified with his clement. Two 
years ago Gov. La Toilette, leader of the 
anti-machine Republicans, succeeded in 
sweeping Payne and his forces out of 
existence. Payne made a desperate 
fight, but his candidates went down one 
by one amd Lafollette swept the State 
by the largest Republican majorities 
ever rolled up. 

• • • 

Was “Shown Up” Four Years Ago. 


Payne wanted to be Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral four years ago. At that time u del¬ 
egation went to Canton and pointed 
out to Mr. McKinley who Payne wus. 
It represented to the President that Mr. 
Payne had lobbied against the oleo bill 
for Armour & Co.; thut every fanner 
In the country' was opposed to him for 
that reason and that the dairy Interests 


In Wlsconsli^id not want him. not only 
because of bis oleo record, but also be¬ 
cause of his corporation record. 

As vice president and former man¬ 
ager of the Milwaukee Electric Railway 
and Light Company he has figured 
prominently In franchise grabs, and as 
director in the Wisconsin Telephone 
Company h<* has vigorously opposed the 
Independent lines that farmers have 
built. He has also lobbied for the Chi¬ 
cago and Milwaukee railroad at vari¬ 
ous times and is a thorough corporation 
man. In politics Payne has always 
posed in this State as a dictator, and 
It Is for this reason that the anti-ma¬ 
chine sentiment of the party w hich now- 
controls Is so vigorously opposed to the 
appointment, and Is surprised that 
President Roosevelt should have ap¬ 
pointed Payne. 

It Is said of Payne that at the time 
the delegation of Wisconsin men called 
on McKinley the President assured the 
committee that he would never appoint 
a man who had been a lobbyist in 
Washington as he. McKinley, had known 
Payne to be. Although tremendous ef¬ 
forts were made by friends of Payne 
to have the late President change his 
mind the appointment was not made, 
and Mr. Payne’s ambition to be In the 
Cabinet was delayed In fulfillment until 
to-day. Mr. Payne was Postmaster of 
Milwaukee In 18A0 and 1894. He was 
formerly State chairman of the Repub¬ 
lican committee and for some years nas 
been a National Committeeman and 
vice chairman of the Republican Na¬ 
tional Committee.

LONG CAREER IN POLITICS. 

For a Decade Payne Was Postmaster 
of Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee, Wls.. Dec. 17.—Henry C. 
Payne has been a citizen of Milwaukee 
for many years and has been prominent 
In political circles In Wisconsin for over 
twenty-five years. For several y»-ar% 
past he has been Republican National 
Committeeman from Wisconsin, and 
during the last two national campaigns 
he was vice chairman of the National 
Republican Committee. Mr. Payne was 
postmaster of Milwaukee for ten years, 
sorting In that capacity under Grant, 
Hayes and Atihur. He wa* one of the 
receivers of the Northern Pacific rail¬ 
way early In the 90 s when that property 
was In the courts. Later he hr came 
connected with various large Interests. 
Including the old Milwaukee and North¬ 
ern Railroad O. mpany. now a part of 
the Chicago. Milwaukee and S*. Paul 
system, the Wisconsin Telephone Com¬ 
pany and street railway properties Il¬ 
ls now vice president of the Mitwauk<*» 
Electric Railway and Light Company. 

ACCEPTED OFFICE LAST WEEK. 

Offer Was Made During Payne's Visit 
To Washington. 

Jamestown, N. Y.. Dec. 17 .—Henry 
Clay Payne has been visiting his sister.

SAMPSON TO FILE STATEMENT. 


Washington. Dec. 17.—Representative 
Wheeler, of Kentucky, a member of the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs, to¬ 
day Introduced a resolution for an In¬ 
vestigation of the SchUy case. The res¬ 
olution recites the results of the recent 
court of inquiry and adds: 

Whereas, Admiral George Dewey, recog¬ 
nized as the foremost naval officer of the 
republic. entirely disagrees 8nd dissents 
from the opinion of his colleagues on said 
board of Inquiry’; and. 

Wherem*. The American people desire 
that the conduct of Rear Admiral Schley 
should be *n vest (gated nml passed upon by 
clttzens of the republic In nowise con¬ 
nected or identified with the Navy De¬ 
partment; therefore, be It 
Resolved, That the Committee on Naval 
Affairs of the House of Representatives 
be directed to inquire Into the conduct 
of Rear Admiral Schley from the time he 
assumed control of the flying squadron 
up to and including the engagement with 
the SpanHrh fleet off the coast of Cuba.

McComas' Resolution. 


UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO 

RECEIVES $1,625,000. 


John D. Rockefeller Gives $1,250,000 
of This Amount To the 
College. 


Chicago, Dec. It.—The University of 
Chicago to-day was made the recipient 
of $1,625,000 ir. gifts at th*- hands of 
friends of The Institution. President 
William R. Harper announced the new 
endowments late in the afternoon, the 
ocotuslon being the fortieth convocation 
of the university. Johu b. Uockcfellel 
was first among the donors with $1,000,- 
000 for the general endowment fund or 
the school. H»* also contributed $250,000 
more for the general needs of the uni¬ 
versity during the year of 1901-1902, Ad¬ 
ditional gift* totaling $375,000 were also 
announced, but the purpose and donors 
of thi* last sum were not made public. 


Washington. Dec. 17.—While the Sen¬ 
ate was In executive session to-day 
Senator Morgan made an effort to have 
the Senate take his bill authorizing the 
acquisition of a right «>f way for the 
•proposed Isthmian canal across Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua the special order 
for 2 o’clock to-morrow, but the Senate 
declined to make the order. Some Sen¬ 
ators expressed the opinion that all 
general legislation should be postponed 
until after the holidays owing to the 
absence of a number of Senators, but It 
was suggested that Mr Morgan might. 
If he so desired, move to take up the 
bill to-morrow. He indicated a pur¬ 
pose to pursue this course. 

Senator Morgan outlined the present 
attitude of Nicaragua and Costa Rica, 
saying that th»?se two governments had 
last year entered Into agreements with 
the United states to sign treaties 
granting the right of way whenever the 
United States should be prepared to 
construct the canal, but that the Gov¬ 
ernment of the United States did not 
feel that further negotiations could he 
consummated until Congress should 
take steps looking to the construction 
of the canal. On this account he con¬ 
sidered It Important to secure action on 
the right of way bill before the adjourn¬ 
ment for the holidays. 

• • • 

Next Step In Treaty. 

Lord Pmuncefote. the British Ambas¬ 
sador, called at the State Department 
to-day to confer with Secretary Hay 
respecting the next steps to be taken 
toward consummating the treaty rati¬ 
fied yesterday by the Senate to repla< • 
the Clmyton-Btilwer treaty. It is pos¬ 
sible that ratifications will be exchanged 
In about a month. King Edward 
first must ratify the treaty and then, 
the exchange copies of the convention 
having been prepared, the British copy 
will be sent to Washington, where they 
probably will be exchanged. The treaty 
provides that this act may take place 
either In Washlngtgn or London, but In 
deference to Lord Paunrefote’s wishes 
It Is likely that this last act in treaty 
making will take place In Washington.

Will Be Filed To-day With Secretary 
of the Navy Long. 

Baltimore, Dec. 17.—Attorney Gonei^I 
Isidor Rayner, counsel for Admiral 
Schley, to-day finished the draft of the 
formal document to be delivered to¬ 
morrow to Secretary of the Navy Long 
protesting against the finding of the 
Court of Inquiry. To-morrow morning 
Mr. Rayner will carry the draft of th«* 
protest to Washington and after he and 
Admitul Schley have conferred ovtr It 
a copy will be prepared for transmis¬ 
sion to Secretary Ling.

Practically the protest will be a re¬ 
view of the evidence in the case, sub¬ 
mitted in such a way that Secretary 
L»ng will have the opportunity to pass 
upon the whole controversy.

Madisonvllie. Ky.. Dec. 17.—[Special] 
—A deal was consummated here to-day 
by which the property of the Monarch 
Coal Company passed Into the hands of 
James R. Rash, acting os trustee pre¬ 
sumably for the 8t. Bernard Mining 
Company. The consideration Is not 
known, as the deed of conveyance has 
not yet been recorded. The property 
of the Monarch company lies on the 
Henderson division of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, and consists of 
a coal mine, general stores, and sever¬ 
al hundred acres of fine coal lands. The 
property Is adjacent to that of the St. 
Bernard Mining Company. Mr. Rash, 
who Is general manager of the St. Ber¬ 
nard Mining Company's stores. Is be¬ 
lieved to be acting for the St. Bernard 
Company, and the Monarch property 
may eventually pass into the hands of 
that company. If this be the case the 
St. Bernard company will control a 
larger output of coal than any coal 
corporation south of the Ohio river. 

The Monarch mine Is one of the most 
valuable and best equipped mines In 
Hopkins county and employs about 150 
miners. It Is a nonunion mine and has 
been the sc^ne of much lawlessness, the 
union miners firing at the guards at the 
mines and Into the residences of non¬ 
union mli.trs who live near there. This 
mine has btren more affected by the 
labor agitation than any mine In the 
district except the Uelnecke mine. 

When the Relnecke mine .vas closed 
down by armed union miners last Sep¬ 
tember the Monarch company volun¬ 
tarily suspended operations for several 
days On two or three occasions the 
union forces have crippled this mine for 
days at a time by organizing the min¬ 
ers at work.

For several days last week Mammoth 
Cave, the hotel and the 2,000 acres of 
ground surrounding It were without'a 
manager. In the meantime Mr. W. 
Scott Miller, of Louisville, and Mr. H. 
C. Granter, of Glasgow Junction, both 
claimants to the position of manager, 
were playing a game of hide-and-soek 
In the hotel office. Each claimed the 
right to collect and take charge of all 
moneys, buy supplies lor the hotel and 
hire and discharge waiters and cooks. 
Neither could do all these things at one 
time. As a consequence Mr. Miller pro¬ 
ceeded to show his authority by taking 
a position behind the counter In the 
office and giving orders to porters and 
bell boys. Mr. Oanter locked the safe 
and seized all the books of the com¬ 
pany’s business and decided to await 
developments. One of the world’s 
greatest natural wonders was without 
on overseer; guests at the hotel did not

know whether to pay their bills to Mr. 
Miller. Mr. Ganter or to the bootblack. 

Judge W. E. Settle has Issued an or¬ 
der to restrain Mr. Ganter temporarily 
from acting as manager of the hotel 
and from Interfering with Mr. Miller In 
managing It. At a date to be fixed by 
the court. Judge Settle will hear argu¬ 
ment and will decide whether he will 
dissolve the temporary Injunction or 
make It perpetual. If he dissolves the 
Injunction. Mr. Ganter will continue to 
act as manager. Otherwise Mr. Miller 

will be the manager.

Returns From Seat of War. 


Mr. Charles 11 Shelld, the attorney 
for a majority of the trustees of the 
Mammoth Cave Company, returned to 
Louisville yesterJay morn ng from 
Mammoth Cave. He narrated the clr- 
eustances attending the fight for the 
possession of the property. 

“For several years," said Mr. Shelld, 
“a majority of the trustees of the com¬ 
pany did not believe that Mr. Ganter 
was managing the\ property yatisfac- 
torliy. List December Mr. Jessup Blair, 
of New York, one of the four trustees, 
brought suit against the other surviving 
trustees. MaJ. August Nicholson, of 
Washington, D. C.; Judge W. E. Wyatt, 
of New York, and Mr. Augustus F. 
Rogers, of Son Francisco, to enjo;n them 
from removing Mr. Gant-r as manager 
of the property. They also brought suit 
for the appointment of an additional 
trustee, to make five In all, the number 
named In the will of Dr. John Cioghan, 
who left the property. At the May 
term of the Edmonson county Circuit 
Court Mr. Blair’s suit for an Injunction 
was dismissed. The suit to appoint 
an additional trustee was dismissed Juat 
a few days ago. On December 10 
Messrs. Nicholson, Wyatt aqd Rogers 
met in Washington and adopted a res¬ 
olution removing Mr. Ganter as man- 
ast r of the cave and appointing Mr. 4 
Miller, of Louisville. Mr. Blair refused 
to attend the meeting.

“Mr. Ganter refused to surrender. I 
then advised Mr. Miller to take posses¬ 
sion anyway. He did so Immediately, 
He assumed control of ail the servant* 
and employes and proceeded to run 
things. Mr. C.anter .*t zed the bocks and 
pap<M's and refused to give them up. 
This condition continued until Sunday 
afternoon.

No attempt was made 
to got signals from England, because 
of the hostility of the Anglo-American 
Uahle Company. The Government of¬ 
ficials. before visiting Marconi, had to 
consider the protest against their going, 
made by the superintendent of the An¬ 
glo-American Cable CoiiH^ny, who 
claim* that the Government sh uld nut 
identify itself with either party. The 
officials decided that tho scientific a*- 
P*rt of the Maroon! plan warranted 
their recognlaing hirn. 

There Is a widespread and growing 
feeling of indignation here over the 
Anglo-American Cable Company’s 
attitude toward Marconi The view 
taken by the public I* that the com- 
pony. seeing that only two years of Its 
monopoly remain, should not prevent 
the colony from enjoying the benefit* 
of the new invention, especially as it 
may take that period to perfect the 
Marconi system. The Anglo-American 
company’s position appears to be that 
it is taking action to protect its legal 
rights. It offered no objection, It Is ar¬ 
gued, while the Marconi experiments 
were applied merely to reducing the 
number of wrecks, saving life at sea 
or assistance In navigation by making 
ocean signaling possible. But when 
the experiments assumed the form of 
competitive commercial enterprise, the 
company hold* that It was Justified in 
protecting itself

Negotiate For Settlement. 

The Marconi Wireless Tekgraph Com¬ 
pany. of London, and the Anglo-Ameri¬ 
can Cable Company, also of London, 
have opened negotiations for the set¬ 
tlement of the difficulty between them 
arising from Mr. Marconi’s work here. 
In the meantime, as It Is Important that 
Marconi's operations he expedited, he 
will cease his experiments here amd will 
leave next Hunday for Nova Scotia, 
where, in the event of the failure 
the present negotiations, he will select 
another site for a wireless telegraph 
station. The Inventor's work in Nova 
Scotia Will occupy him about a week; 
he will then leave for London via Hali¬ 
fax. 

Mr, Marconi expects that the negotia¬ 
tions between the two companies will 
be satisfactorily determined berore he 
reaches England. In that event he will 
make preparations for the erection or a 
wireless telegraph station either at St 
Johns or at Ounso, Nova Scotia. If 
Nova Scotia is selected the station there 
probably will be erected next spring. 

The lor-al press criticises the action 
of the Anglo-American Cable C mpany 
and expresses its regret at the proceed¬ 
ings which it says arc likely to jeop¬ 
ardize the chance of the colony for se¬ 
curing a wireless telegraph station.

HOW MARCONI WORKS. 

Sits Near the Apparatus and Holds 
Telephone To His Ear. 

Chicago. Dec. 17.—A St. John'* cable 
to the l^hronlcle ®ays: 

Signal Hill, from which Marconi is 
conducting hi* experiments, is at the 
top of & lulght rearing Itself above thr 
town to the left of the entrance &s one 
looks seaward. It was formerly a fort¬ 
ress garrisoned by British troop*, who 
were withdrawn thirty-five years ago. 

Through one window* the a<*rlal wire 
Is brought In, thickly insulated for sev¬ 
eral feet along Hit* ground and upward 
beyond a man's reach. The Insulation 
tapers like n cow's tell, and is so nick¬ 
named In the British navy, where thir- 
ty-seven ship* carry the system. The 
apparatus on the table consists of a re¬ 
ceiving Instrument, or recorder, a Mar¬ 
coni potent, an Improvement on those 
used In coble Office* A s-nsltlve Ink 
siphon trace* the dots and dishes of 
the Morse alphabet In delicate waves 
on a tape which is reeled oft by clock¬ 
work. A trained operator l* able to 
read these readily. 

The electric force requisite to give 
vitality to this apparatus Is gen-rated 
from a casket containing a dry buttery 
of nine cells placed on the table. The 
a dial wire Is attached ; to one pole of 
thl« battery; the other pole holds an¬ 
other wire which run* to the eurth. The 
earth, in electric parlance, consists of 
six large plates of zinc, three of them 
burled in the ground at th»* mouth of 
a well thirty feet deep and the other 
three being submerged in the well 
w*eter, making the lest contact. 

Marconi seats himself when the ap¬ 
paratus is working. Discing a tel. phone 
earpiece to his car he receives ihe mes¬ 
sages. the ear being vastly moiv sen¬ 
sitive than the recorder is. The latter 
Is used when electric wave* of gi eater 
force are coming In, for the telephonic 
wv>rk Is very tiresome. 

Outside the station the ballixms and 
kites were worked. The balloons were 
fourteen feet ir. diameter and of silk 
well oiled, their cubic contents being 
1.400 feet of hydrogen gas. He brought 
with him 100 cyUtidcni *»f this gas from 
England, the on'' containing 6 000 cubic 
feet sufficient for ftur inflations. He 
also ordered 5.Q0U pound* of sulphuric 
acid and a ton of Iron filing* to enable 
him t«» generate more gas

It Is supposed that the noise of 
the crashing glas* awakened her, and 
aa she jumped from the bed with tier 
revolver in her hand the man fired. 
Mark* In the snow on the porch r. of In¬ 
dicate that only one man emered the 
room. 

Miss Murphy usually kept the .ollec- 
tlons for the Kingsley House fund in 
her room until they icached a sum large 
enough to be pluced tn the hank, and It 
L* thought the burglar was after this 
money.

Commonwealth’s Attorney of the 
Fayette Circuit Court, accompanied 
Carson to the gallery of Singleton and 
received a stray bullet In the arm dur¬ 
ing the fight. Miss Rosa Warfield had 
called at the photograph gallery the 
day before the trouble, and. disagree¬ 
ing with Singleton about the price to 
bo paid for some work, he Is alleged 
to have said to her that her sister. Miss 
Mary Warfield, had caused to be stolen 
from the gallery a photograph of her¬ 
self, and that he Intended having a 
warrant sworn out for her arrest. She 
reported the matter to her uncle. MaJ. 
Carson, and he called at the gallery for 
an explanation with the foregoing re¬ 
sult. Singleton lingered between life 
and death for several weeks, and. upon 
his recovery, brought suit for damages 
for Injuries. 

The rulings of the trial court upon 
exceptions to the testimony of Mr. Al¬ 
len and Miss Warfield, which were sus¬ 
tained. were the grounds relied on for a 
reversal of the Judgment of the court 
below.

PROMINENT MAN DIES. 

Mr. C. E. Hollenbeck Was Identified 
With Many Public Institutions. 

Indianapolis, Ind.. Dec. 17.—Charles 
E. Hollenbeck, a prominent and 
wealthy citizen of Indianapolis, died 
at hlB home In North Meridian street, 
to-day. He was a trustee of Mayflower 
Congregational church, a member of 
the Indianapolis Literary Club, a mem¬ 
ber of the Irvington Athenaeum, a 
member of the Indiana poll* Board of 
Trade, was first treasurer of the Com¬ 
mercial Club, a member of the Board of 
Directors of Butler College, a director 
of the Indianapolis Art Association and 
a fast friend of all movements designed 
for the public good. He leaves a widow 
and a brother, George Hollenbeck, of 
Auburn. N. Y . who wa* at hls bedside 
at the time of hi* death. 


The desire to have the coming General 
Assembly make an appropriation for 
a Kentucky* building and a creditable 
exhibit therein at the St. Louis World's 
Fair, 1903, Is taking more definite shape.

Louisville, Ky.—Dear Sir: Mr, 
Charles C. Vogt has written me a vt-ry 
encouraging letter relative to Kentucky** 
participation in the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition, St. Louis, 1903. inclosing your 
address and suggesting that we commu¬ 
nicate with you. 

The relations between Kentucky and 
Missouri have been so Intimate that we 
are very anxious to have the Kentucky 
building and exhibit among the most 
prominent to be seen upon the exposition * 
ground*. The Kentucky exhibit at the 
Columbian Exposition at Chicago in 1893 
cost $175,000, and the 8.ate’* development I 
during the decade has been so great that 
We feel warranted In asking the Legisla.

Physicians Who Attended President r . . n .... 

McKinley Will Present No Bill Coliner-JoilITOl OlflCC Building 

To the Family. 


Buffalo. N. Y.. Dec. 17.—In view of the 
wide discussion Incidental to the ques¬ 
tion of who should pay the physicians 
vshn attended President McKinley. Dr. 
Matthew D. Mann consented to make 
a statement to-day, setting forth the 
attitude of himself and hls associates. 
Dr. Mann, in reply to questions by a 
reporter, said: 

”We feel that when we operated on 
the President of the United States that 
we operated for the American people, 
with a view of saving their President 
for them; we were not called by the 
family of President McKinley, but by 
the authorities, the Cabinet and others, 
to take charge* of the President, and 
we feel therefore that we have a rtgfU 
to look to Congress and the nation for 
our remuneration. We took a tremen¬ 
dous responsibility, because we took in 
our hands the life of the most promi¬ 
nent man In the world; and we feel 
that In taking such a responsibility we 
ran an immense risk. Had the autopsy 
showed that we made any serious mis¬ 
take we would have received unlimited 
condemnation—we might even have 
been ruined professionally. From all 
these facts, we feel that we should not 
be called upon to render bills to the 
family. Any bill which we might ren¬ 
der to the late President's estate would 
be larger than Mrs. McKinley ought 
to be called upon to pay* 

“If we should render such a bill as 
she could properly pay, we should feel 
that we would be very imperfectly re¬ 
munerated. We feel, therefore, that 
Congress should take up the matter, 
nnd make an appropriation such as It 
may see fit and save us from becoming 
the objects of criticism by sending In a 
bill. For no matter what bill we might 
send In, we would receive a certain 
amount of abuse. We feel also that 
the dignity of the medical profession 
demands that Congress should pay this 
bill, and that the service should be 
handsomely rewarded. The medical 
profession all over the world Is waiting 
with great interest to see how this af¬ 
fair will turn out. and we do not pro¬ 
pose to do anything, if we can avoid 
it. which will lay u» open to criticism."

Cattle were steady In Chlcngo at yes¬ 
terday’s advance. Hogs wero strong to 
n shade higher. Sheep and lambs were 
steady to 10c lower. 


Prof. Hadley On Socialism. 

J President Hadley, of Yale University, 
has gathered a series of essays, most 
of which have been public addresses. 
Into a book which is published under 
the title of “The Education of the 
American Citizen." Mr. Hadley has 
paid a great deal of attention to trust* 
and socialism In these addresses. What 
he has to say of socialism Is particular¬ 
ly Interesting, as he regards It In the 
light of emotion rather than reason 
end to be dealt with as such. He Is of 
the opinion that the conflict between 
socialists and economists is the result 
of a mutual misunderstanding, but he 
would waste no time in pandering to 
socialistic sentiment In the way of leg. 
Islatlon. He says: 

4 "LegishUlon la essentially a matter of 
gemote consequences. The man who 
trie* to reason out these const;queue*-)* 
Will occasionally make mistakes; the man 
Who refuses to reason them out will ha¬ 
bitually do so. The good Which State 
Interference does is often visible and tan¬ 
gible The evil which It does Is much 
ptore Indirect, and can only be ap¬ 
preciated by careful study. The man who 
has his mind so fixed on some Immediate 
object as to shut his eyes to the results 
Of such legislation is almost certain to ad¬ 
vocate too much State action. 11c may 
succeed in passing a few good laws, but 
he will be responsible for a. vastly larger 
Humber of bad ones. • • • You cannot 
compromise with an emotion os you can 
with a differing opinion." 

‘ The failure of over legislation Is de¬ 
clared by its advocates to be because 
there was too little State action, not 
too much, he continues. Individuals 
• re free to make mistakes and learn 
ftom them, but socialism cannot. 

Mr. Hadley is eminently right. The 
socialist in viewing the miseries of In¬ 
dividuals would remedy these at once 
by legislation. He would have State 
ownership. State employment and State 
Bkpervlston generally—"one for all und 
•11 for one." Hut his remedies are su¬ 
perficial because he neglects to reason 
1 cut the causes which produce the con¬ 
ditions before him and neither does he 
logically reason out what will follow the 
legislation he favors. He will not even 
look to history for precedents. Com- 
Ihunal ownership has failed in the long 
Ybn wherever it has been tried, unless 
sustained by the spirit of religion. Even 
tten It Is usuully only temporary. A 
^ood instance is found In the steady 
decay of Shaker communities In spite 
or the purity of their beliefs and the 
tfusterlty of their lives. They hold 
property In common, are Industrious 
•nd prudent and often very successful 
In amassing property, but eventually 
their organisations decay. The elimi¬ 
nation of the Individual with h:s special 
gtlmuluB of private interest and effort 
is the weak point In socialism. The 
highest development of society Is al¬ 
ways made by Individualism. 

- I "Golden Rule” Jones Is a conspicuous 
instance of the socialist In legislation, 
gud Mr. Jones has already become a 


thing of the past. Mr. .Tones as a mag¬ 
istrate was controlled by his emotions, 
not by reason. The American people 
excel all others in practtcnl wisdom, and 
when they perceive this tendency in a 
public mnn his following deserts him. 
The experience has been the same with 
greater and more consptcuous public 
leaders than Mr. Jones, whose views 
on legislation wera of a socialistic na¬ 
ture. They want legislation to do for 
the Individual what the Individual can¬ 
not or will not do for himself and do 
not see how this would destroy the In¬ 
centive by which all ha* been achieved 
in the past. 

New Zealand Is the country In which 
socialistic principles have been permit¬ 
ted to sway legislation. It Is a new’ 
country, very rich in natural resources 
and sparsely populated, buc while ev¬ 
erything seems fuvoruble now who can 
tell how It will endure the strain of tb» 
next few years? Government ownership 
of railroads, for Instance, la now sup¬ 
posed to be profitable, but what will be 
the consequences? No one can tell now, 
but history is being made, and will 
record the outcgpie of the experiment In 
a few’ years. New Zealand has legis¬ 
lated for Immediate wants, leaving the 
future to take care of Itself, and the 
results may be bitter. 


The British Treaty. 

A convention, or agreem* nt, does not 
become a treaty In the United States 
until It Is advised and consented to by 
the Senate. Hence there Is but one Hay- 
Pa uncefote treaty, properly so-called. 
The first convention which bore that 
mime in popular speech was never rati¬ 
fied and *0 never became a treaty. The 
practical unanimity with which the 
latest agreement was ratified show* 
that the plenipotentiaries were not mis¬ 
taken In their Judgment of what w’ould 
be acceptable to the Senate. 

It Is a matter of congratulation that 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty of more than 
fifty years ago has been put out of the 
w*ay. Most of the live questions with 
which It dealt had been put out of the 
way or had settled themselves. What 
remained of it was a mere obstruction 
to an enterprise which bus taken en¬ 
tirely a new shape In recent years. 
Though there had been charges and 
counter charges of repeated violations 
of this treaty it* binding force had been 
too often admitted to permit It to be 
ignored. Respect for the treaty prevent¬ 
ed the making of a canal across Nic¬ 
aragua by the United States alone. It 
did not prevent our Government from 
promoting the construction of such a 
canal, but there were many reasons 
why It was preferable that the cunal 
should be directly built by the Govern¬ 
ment Itself. 

There 1* considerable grumbling In 
Great Britain because that country has 
gone so far to meet the wishes of the 
United States in this matter. People 
who are addicted to the use of offensive 
expressions find no difficulty In describ¬ 
ing It a* n "backdown" and charge that 
our Government has taken advantage of 
the South African trouble to extort Its 
own terms from Great Britain. But It Is 
hard to see that Great Britain has sur¬ 
rendered anything of real value to her¬ 
self. The obstruction to the building of 
a canal across the Isthmus was not at 
all In her Interest. It la true that the 
new project may divert some business 
from the Suez canal, which Great Brit¬ 
ain controls. But to so great a com¬ 
mercial and maritime country the Suer, 
canal tolls are a trifle when compared 
with the benefits of a water-route be¬ 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 
With her Immense navy and merchant 
marine Great Britain will necessarily 
draw more benefit from the canal than 
any other country, except the United 
States, and will at the same time be 
the best customer of the new water¬ 
way. 

It # has also been charged that In this 
negotiation the Interests of Canada 
have been sacrificed by the mother 
country to considerations of her own 
advantage. This has received some sup¬ 
port from the recent vigorous protest 
of a Canadian official w’ho Insisted that 
Canada had as much interest In this 
proposed waterway as any other coun¬ 
try. It I* difficult to perceive how any 
other country can have us much Inteiest 
In such an enterpfl*** as the one that 
undertakes It. and still more how the 
interest of five mtllons of people can 
equal that of eighty millions. Apart 
from these considerations, the distance 
between Canada and the two extremi¬ 
ties of the canal necessarily reduces the 
Interest that she has In the project. Not 
all parts of the United 8tatce are ex¬ 
pected to Share equally In the benefits 
which will accrue. The Southern State* 
on the eastern coast and California on 
the western are. by reason of prox¬ 
imity, expected to reap the greatest ad¬ 
vantage. Canada will also be benefited 
but It Is clear that she Is not so vitally 
Interested. Whatever benefit she could 
possibly get from *uoh a waterway 
will be available from a canal built by 
the United State*. 

The neutralization of the canal Is ob¬ 
viously In the Interests of Its owner 
so far os it Is treated as a commercial 
enterprise. As to Its UHe In time of war 
much would depend upon the military 
and naval strength of the parties bel¬ 
ligerent. Ample provlslro * Is made 
against the doing of any belligerent act 
within the canal Itself. The ability of 
a belligerent to reach the entrance to 
the canal with cither warships or mer¬ 
chant vessels would depend upon hja 
power to control the adjucent seas The 
growing naval strength of the United 
States will suffice to enforce upon the 
vessels of other countries than Great 
Britain a proper respect for our rights 
as a neutral power. In the improbable 
event of a tvar with Great Britain her¬ 
self the declaration would abrogate, or 
at least susptnd, the obligations of the 
treaty, and of all other treaties with 
Great Britain, except so much as re¬ 
lutes to the event of war itself. It seems, 
therefore, that the rights of this, coun¬ 


try in cast* of war are as well guarded 
as the nature of the case will permit. 

The Clayton-Bulwer treaty being now’ 
out of the way, Congress can address 
Itself at once to the task of putting 
the great project under way. There are 
yet complications to be unraveled and 
obstacles to be overcome, but the pros¬ 
pect of the passage of a well-considered 
bill through Congrcs* at the present 
session Is extremely good. As the coun¬ 
try Is fully committed to the project 
the sooner It Is put Into action the 
better. 


Cuba’s Trade. 

The official report of the trade of Cu¬ 
ba for the last fiscal year shows that 
Imports are still about two millions In 
excess of exports. This le not alto¬ 
gether satisfactory to such Cubans as 
share the Idea that an excess of ex¬ 
ports Is the surest sign of prosperity. 
But a comparison of the trade of the 
fiscal year 1901 with that of 1900 xtves 
very good results from this standpoint. 
In the year 1900 the balance of trade 
was against Culm by more than $26,600,- 
000. It further appears that while Im¬ 
ports have declined by nearly 10 per 
cent, exports have Increased nearly 40 
per cent. 

But from the same standpoint the 
trade of the United States with Cuba 
is as unsatisfactory to us as It is pleas¬ 
ing to the Cubans. In 1901. as com¬ 
pared with 1900. • ur exports to Cuba 
declined. In round numbers, 7 per cent., 
while our Imports from that inland in¬ 
creased 31 per cent. The balance of 
trade with Cuba In the last fiscal year 
w*as against us by more than $17,000,000 
According to the theory advanced by 
a distinguished Republican years ago. 
In speaking of Cuban trade at that 
time, we lost seventeen millions of dol¬ 
lars by our trade with Cub*, lost year. 
For all that we had last year almost 
exactly two-fifths of Cuba’s import 
trade; but In view of the close rela¬ 
tions between the two countries and the 
trifling distance which separates them 
our share ought to be more. 

It Is worthy of remark, however, that 
our principal rivals, w-ith cne exception, 
suffered a greater loss of trade than we 
did. Spain, which ranks next to us In 
the amount of exports to Cuba, lost 
13 per cent, of the export trad * rhe had 
In 1900, and France nearly 19 per cent., 
while Great Britain lost 22 per cent. 
Germany, however, though much be¬ 
hind us. and also behind Great Britain 
and 8paln In the sum of exports to 
Cuba, made a gain of almost 30 per 
cent, over the fiscal year 1900, in rplte 
of the large falling off in Cuba's total 
Imports. The Unltpd States. Great 
Britain and Germany are Cuba’s prin¬ 
cipal customers, while Spain bought of 
her last year but IKtle over half a mlll- 
Jlon dollars In value, Cuba has vir¬ 
tually lost the Spanish market for her 
exports. 


British Successes In South Africa. 

The little news that percolates through 
the cables seems to Justify the optimism 
expressed In London and Continental 
financial circles over the approaching 
end of the war in South Africa. The 
cables yesterday gave particulars of the 
capture of Commandant Krltzln^er, a 
very Important addition to the collection 
of prisoners Lord Kitchener has been 
making the last month. The deadly ma¬ 
chine he has been at such pains and 
cost to construct Is beginning to work 
at last. It Is evident that the few thou¬ 
sand Boers must soon submit or be cap¬ 
tured or slaughtered. The mighty 
forces of England are Irresistible and 
the wonder is they have been moving so 
slowly for so long. This accounts for 
the rise In British consol*, which keeps 
steadily on. 

Another piece of news that came Mon¬ 
day hints at far-reaching effects. In 
substance tt l* that there has been a 
great Increase In the gold production of 
the Rand, and that all the milling plants 
will be in operation In February. How 
much this means to Great Brttaln and 
to all the world can be Imagined. It 
is the biggest card the believers In a 
continuance of good time* have to play 
on the Wail street croakers who thrive 
and grow rich by Impoverishing others. 


It w’ould not seem that the cable 
companies have reason to be seriously 
alarmed by Marconi aud his wireless 
telegraphy. That, even at Us present 
stage, is a remarkable achievement, 
but Its practical reliability remains yet 
to be demonstrated. It Is not likely 
that & system which sends a message 
at once toward the four corners of the 
earth, to be caught by any one who 
chooses to set up a receiving appara¬ 
tus, and which Is so largely dependent 
on the elements, and so sensitive to In¬ 
terference by cross messages and sim¬ 
ilar disturbances, can ever supplant the 
method of transmission by wire. 


A Chicago anarchist pap»r openly de¬ 
fies President Roosevelt In commenting 
on the recommendations of his mes¬ 
sage regarding anarchy and declares 
that the methods of the Reds are In¬ 
evitable. And yet there are some who 
Insist that we could not tell whom 
to send to Anarchy island. 


The session of Congress Is hardly 
more than half a month old, yet mem¬ 
bers have already Introduced bills call¬ 
ing for about $5*0,000.000 for public build¬ 
ings and other “pork." A surplus Is a 
greut Inspiration to modern statesman¬ 
ship,

JUDGE BARKER DOES NOT KEEP 
THEM TOGETHER. 


CONTRARY TO THE RULE. 


Yesterday’s attempt to secure a Jury 
In the trial of George Hanlon, charged 
with the murder of Police Corporal Fred 
Richterkesslng. was not characterized 
by any mnrktd success. The following 
ten men wen? accepted by both sides, 
but subject to two peremptory chal¬ 
lenges by the Commonwealth and one 
by the defense: 

H. N. Hikes, employe Kentucky Wug- 
on Works, 526 Enet Kentucky street; 
John Holthemier, farmer, county; T. H. 
Rubel, merchant, 2039 Brook street; 
John W. Frlddle, retired merchant, 105

William W. Dennis, cashier of K. W. 
Smith A Co., 1232 Third avenue, was 
examined by both the prosecution and 
defense, hut was not challenged for 
cause. 

Judge Barker, Just before adjourn¬ 
ment. announced to the Jurors that on 
account of his confidence In them and 
because they had not been finally se¬ 
lected, he would not keep them togeth¬ 
er under the eyes of court officers. 

This Is contrary to the usual rule In 
capitAl trials and entirely different from 
the courst pursued by Judge Barker In 
Hanlon’s first trial. The Jury was only 
partially completed during the first two 
days of the (rial and the fragment of 
the Jury was kept together under the 
eye of deputy sheriffs. 

* • • 

What the Code Says. 

The Criminal Code directs that the 
Jurors In capital cases, after they are 
accepted, shall be kept together. The 
ten Jurors named above have been ac¬ 
cepted. but subject to three peremptory 
challenges, so that nine of them at 
least, except for some subsequently de¬ 
veloping reason, will constitute the Jury. 

When Judge Barker directed Deputy 
Sheriff Frank Carroll to open court 
nearly fifty talesmen were present, and 
these, with the crowd of spectators, 
packed the room. The first few minutes 
were devoted by Judge Barker lo hear¬ 
ing excuses, iind about ten were ex¬ 
cused in this way. These assigned rea¬ 
sons consisting of family sickness and 
business necessities. One man was ex¬ 
cused because he shook his head when 
Judge Barker asked him If he under¬ 
stood English. Then began the 'Attempt 
to fill the box.

Parsons to the office, December 10. In¬ 
vested him with the right to be Chief 
Engineer for four year*. 

Tt is alleged by Mr. Parsons that on 
December 10 there was a vacancy In 
the office and that he was elected op 
that day to fill the office for a term 
of four year* by the Board of Public 
Works, which then consisted of John H. 
Weller, T. L. Jefferson and T. P. Sat- 
terwhlte, Jr. 

The appointment anti confirmation of 
John H. Weller, J«>hn Vreelnnd and 
John H. Phelps to compose the new 
board, are recited, and then the petition 
alleges that these gentlemen are giving 
out. reiHjrtlng and claiming that when 
qualified a* members they will possess 
tho full power to remove the said Par- 
mwvs from the office of Chief Engineer 
and that they will remove him and ap¬ 
point another one In his place. 

No restraining order was sought yes¬ 
terday, but notice* were served and it 
Is probable that the case will be taken 
before Judge Field this morning. Mr. 
Parsons’ attorneys are O’Neal & O’Neal 
and Lane & Harrison. 

Last night Mr. Parsons served notice 
on Messrs. Weller. Vreeland and Phelps 
that he would appear in the Common 
Plea* division of the Circuit Court this 
morning at 10 o'clock nnd make appli¬ 
cation for an Injunction to restrain 
them from removing him and appoint- * 


Ing any person to succeed him. The 
board will be represented by counsel 
and will seek to prevent the Injunction. 

A *hort time ago Messrs. T. L. J*=ffer- 
ron and T. P. Sattenvhlte, who will 
retire to-day as member* of the board, 
elected Mr. Parsons "to serve for four 
year* at a salary of $2,500 a year." The 
appointment was made over the protest 
of Capt. John H. Weller, the third mem¬ 
ber of the board, and against the wishes 
of Mayor Grainger. The board. In ap¬ 
pointing Mr. Parsons, did something 
that had never been done before, and 
which some lawyers claim Is contrary 
to the law. Ttie charier of the city, 
moreover. It Is declared, gives the Ex¬ 
ecutive Boards the right to remove at 
will any person holding a position un¬ 
der the board*. 

Mr. Breed Is now Assistant City En- 
glnt^r and Is the choice of Mayor 
Grainger and of Messrs. Weller, Vree¬ 
land and Phelps, the members of the 
new board. Consequently Mr. Parsons 
will be removed and Mr. Breed will 
take the office. Mr. Breed will be rec¬ 
ognized as the leg.tl Engineer by Mayor 
Grainger, the member* of the Board of 
Public Work*, the Council and the 
Treasurer. He will draw the salary of 
$2,500 a year. 

Mr. Parsons and his friends say they 
have been advised to nsist the action 
of the board to-day.

MR. PAYNE OPENS FOR BILL. 


Owing* To Illness, Mr. Richardson 
Was Not Present and Mr. Swan¬ 
son Led the Opposition. 


OTHER SPEAKERS OF THE DAY. 


Washington. Dec. 17.*-The bill to pro. 
vide temporary revenues fur the Philip¬ 
pine Islands was debated In the House 
to-day and will be voted on to-morrow 
at 4 o'clock. It was the first'debate of 
the session and was conducted calmly 
and without display of temper. Several 
lively exchange* and an Impassioned 
speech by Mr. Dearmond, of Missouri, 
who has Just returned from a trip to 
the Philippines, In opposition to the re¬ 
tention of the Islands, were the features. 
Mr. Payne, the floor leader of the ma¬ 
jority. opened the debate. Owing to the 
Indisposition of Mr. Richardson the 
duty of opening for the minority de¬ 
volved upon Mr. Swanson, of Virgiana* 
The other speakers were Mr. Gros- 
venor (Rep.. O.) and Mr. Robertson 
(Dorn.. Lbl) for the bill and Messrs. 
Shafroth (Silver. Ool.), Dearmond 
(Dem., Mo.). Thayer (Dem., Mass.) 
and Patterson (Dem.. Tenn.) aga'nst It. 
Mr. Robertson said he would support 
the bill because free trade with the 
islands and reciprocity with Cuba, 
which was threatened, would destroy 
the sugar Interest of his State. To-mor¬ 
row Mr. McCall, a Republican member 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
from Massachusetts, will oppose the 
bill, time having been granted him by 
the Democrats. 

Mr Payne reviewed at some length 
the events leading up to the formula¬ 
tion of the tariff. He contrasted the 
Spanish rates with those fixed by the 
committee. Personally he said he did 
not like rhe Idea of an export tax. but 
there seemed to be no other way at 
present. There was necessity for Imme¬ 
diate action to meet the situation creat¬ 
ed by the decision of the Supreme 
Court. 

• • • 

Mr. Gaines Makes a Point. 

Mr. Payne aroused enthusiasm as he 
described the great work of civilization 
which was going on along the line of 
education. “Our friends on the other 
side,” said he. “howl about our Imper¬ 
ialistic government of the natives. We 
are trying to lift them up to the stan¬ 
dard of American citizenship.”

from the Philippines. He said that if 
the policy of the Republican party were 
to prevail It was better In order to g*:t 
trade concessions from the United 
States to he a subject of Ore.it Britain 
and thereby secure a reciprocity treaty 
than to be an inhabitant of the Philip¬ 
pine Islands, which we hold as a part 
and parcel of this country. He snld 
that a proper solution of the Philippine 
question would be a declaration b> 
Congress that the Inhabitants of the 
islands should be given Independence 
as soon as a safe and stable govern¬ 
ment could be maintained.

Good Cause For Rebellion. 

Mr. Thayer (Mass.) In a flfteen-mln- 
ute speech explained the reasons which 
Induce! him to oppose the passage of 
the bill. He declared that the United 
States had overpowered the Filipinos 
but had not conquered them; that the 
same spirit of liberty which led them 
to rebel against the tyranny of Spain 
still animated them. This bill, which 
proposed to tax them at both ends of the 
line would naturally arouse their re¬ 
sentment. 

• • • 

Sharp Exchange. 

Mr. Orosvenor recalled the storm of 
criticism against a similar bill for the 
benefit of Purto Rico. But It had passed 
and money had been made available. 
Turning to the question of reciprocity 
he declared that the Republican party 
w'as practically solid as to what should 
be done. Those who were yelling for 
tariff revision, he said, were about as 
numerous for the amount of noise they 
make as was the coyote which dis¬ 
turbed Grant's sleep on the Western 
plains. “Has the gentleman forgotten 
the last speech of the late President 
McKinley?" asked Mr. Thayer (Mass.). 

“I have not," answered Mr. Grosve- 
nor. “I wish the gentleman would 
take that speech and read it and act 
upon It. If he does he will rise In my 
estimation DO odd per cent." 

Mr. Shafroth (Col.), who has recently 
returned from the Philippines, vigor¬ 
ously opposed the bill. 

• • e 

Arouses Enthusiasm. 

Mr. Dearmond (Mo.), who also re¬ 
cently returned from the Philippines, 
aroused much enthusiasm on the Dem¬ 
ocratic side by a denunciation of the 
pending measure and of the entire 
Philippine policy of the Administration. 
He declared that the bill proposed was 
legislation after the manner of an em¬ 
pire. 

Mr. Patterson (Tenn.) denounced the 
bill as tending toward Imperialism, and 
against the Interests of the whole coun¬ 
try. 

Mr. Robertson (La ), a member of the 
Ways and Means Committee, said he 
would vote for the bill. The failure of 
this bill, he said, In effect, would mean 
free trade with the Islands, and he was 
opposed to bringing the sugar and rke 
planters of Loutslana Into free compe¬ 
tition with the sugar and rice produ¬ 
cers of the Philippines. This bill would 
be a notice to the Filipino people that 
they never could hope for equal rights 
with the American citizen, and must 
prepare for Independence. He said he 
believed that free trade with the Phil¬ 
ippines and reciprocity with Cuba 
which was now threatened will be an¬ 
nihilation of the «Jgar interests of his 
State.

WANT WORK STOPPED 


IMPROVEMENTS IN KENTUCKY 
RIVER INTERFERE WITH 
TRAFFIC. 


Maj. Ruffner Will Be Asked To Dis¬ 
continue Until Later In the 
Season. 


Mr. Swanson (Va.) In opening de¬ 
clared that none of the benefits for the 
Filipinos, of which Mr. Payne had been 
telling, could accrue through the agency 
of the pending bill. He reviewed the 
recent decisions of the Supreme Court 
In reference to the Philippines, deplor¬ 
ing fact that the court had reversed its 
previous decisions and had seen proper 
to confer upon Congress absolute power 
to govern territories. He deprecated as 
pernicious the principle of the bill, 
which fixed the tariff dues on goods 
going from the Unfrted States into the 
Philippines. He said this really gave 
to this country the power to fix both 
the price at which the Philippines 
should sell their goods to us and ulso 
purchuse ours; that this was a power 
which no Just nation wanted to exercise 
and which could not be exercised with¬ 
out abuse and oppression. He insisted 
that It was precisely the same power 
that the British Parliament sought to 
exercise over the American colonies, 
against which they rebelled. He said 
that Philippine sugar to enter our mar¬ 
ket must pay a duty of >36 a ton while 
ours could be sold In their markets 
upon the payment of 517 a ton; that 
their hemp must pay a duty of $20. 
while ours could enter the Philippines 
at $11 a ton; that our coal could enter 
et twenty-five cents a ton. while theirs 
when sold here must pay sixty-seven 
cents a ton; that our tobacco enters 
their markets on a payment of eighty- 
eight cents a pound, while theirs must 
pay here $1.S5 a pound. He said a fit 
place for such a hill was In the Cortes 
of Spain and r.ot in the Congress of the 
United States.

Several commercial Interests will 
combine in a protest against the clos¬ 
ing of the Kentucky river to naviga¬ 
tion. The Government has just started 
to remove the cribbing around lock 
No. 21. at Loekport. about thirty miles 
from the mouth of the river, and this 
will close the river above that point 
for months. 

A Joint meeting of the Ohio Valley 
Improvement Association, Board of 
Trade. Commercial Club. Merchants' 
and Manufacturers' Association and the 
local Tobacco and Wool Exchanges, 
was held In Exchange Hall of the Board 
of Trade building at 11 o'clock yester¬ 
day morning, at which steps were taken 
to prevent a continuance of the work 
at this season of the year. It was urged 
that navigation would be effectually 
blocked for many months If the work 
on lock 21 proceeds. One hundt^d and 
fifty barges of coal are said to be ready 
to go up the river within the next few 
months for the use of distilleries and 
other industries on the banks of the 
Kentucky. 

At yesterday's meeting Mr. J. C. Van 
Pelt. Secretary of the Commercial Club, 
presided and Capt. F. M. Dougherty 
acted as secretary. The object of the 
meeting was stated by Capt. J. M. 
Abraham, of the steamer Falls City. A 
motion made by Col. W. W. Hite pre¬ 
vailed to thr effect that a committee be 
appointed by the chairman and secre¬ 
tary to draft resolutions requesting 
Maj. Ruffner, In charge of the local 
United States engineer's office and of 
the Cincinnati station, under which the 
Kentucky river Is worked, to use hia 
best endeavors with the department at 
Washington to defer the proposed re¬ 
pairs to a more favorable time. 

Messrs. Van Pelt and Dougherty will 
name this committee In a few days.

"How's the weather to-day. Major?" 
asked a reporter for the Courier-Jour¬ 
nal of Maj. Hersey yesterday after¬ 
noon. 

“Ugh," he replied. 

"Is that dog Latin or Indian. Major?" 

"Call It what you want, my boy. but 
In plain English It means that the 
weather Is cold and Is going to get 
colder to-night and to-morrow." 

Then the Major gazed out the window, 
saw the snow flakes covering the side¬ 
walk and remarked that It wouldn't 
snow much longer. With this he went 
to the roof of the Customhouse, and 
w r hen he returned a few minutes later 
he remarked that another cold wave 
was in sight and was sweeping down on 
this community In a hurry. 

Turning to the weather readings, Maj. 
Hersey soon convinced those in the of¬ 
fice with him that the weather would 
get colder before night fall, and sure 
enough It did. About 4 o'clock snow 
ceased to fall and the mercury went 
tumbling down the tube at a pretty 
rapid rate. The lau r U got, the colder 
the weather got. and before 8 o'clock 
the Air lost all the heat It had gained 
during the early part of the day. There 
is every indication that the thermpme- 
ter will be down to zero again by day¬ 
light, and it is pretty certain to remain 
In that vicinity for three, and perhaps 
four, days. 

However, there Is an air of uncerta n- 
ty about the weather. The mercury may 
hover around the zero mark all of to¬ 
day and again It may climb a few 
notches. There is an area of high ba¬ 
rometer extending from the Mississippi 
river to the Pacific coast, and Maj. 
Hersey says that is a pretty good indi¬ 
cation that the weather will be pretty 
cold for a few dayR. Yesterday, the 
minimum temperature reached eleven 
degrees atxtve zero, or an improvement 
of thirteen degrees over the day be¬ 
fore. when the minimum was two de¬ 
grees below. Yet the suddenness with 
which the mercury fell late in the aft¬ 
ernoon made K look like Maj. Hersey** 
prediction of zero before daylight would 
come true. There was a slight snowfall 
yesterday, which served to make sleigh¬ 
ing good during the afternoon. 

There are many people who believe 
that u weather bureau amounts to noth¬ 
ing. but could some of the skeptics visit 
Maj. Hersey any afternoon when a cold 
spell H on they would quickly learn 
of how much benefit the bureau is to a 
great many people. Every wholesale 
produce commission merchant in Lou¬ 
isville does his shipping on the fore¬ 
cast* by Maj. Hersey, and when he 
says It is to be cold nothing of a per¬ 
ishable nature Is shipped. 

Yesterday afternoon during fifteen 
minutes' time, fully a dozen commis¬ 
sion merchants called up the bureau 
and a«ktd for the forecast. When they 
were told what It was. they Immediately 
said that people out In the State would 
have to do without their Christmas 
fruits unless the weavner warmed up 
somewhat. 

This cold spell will, therefore, work 
n great Inconvenience on many small 
merchants In various sections of the 
State, who depend on Louisville mer¬ 
chants for fruits and other perishnh* 
goods. It Is Impossible to get refrigera¬ 
tor cars for local points, and perishable 
goods shipped In an ordinary freight car 
will freeze before reaching their desti¬ 
nation.

PRESENT STATUS OF THE CASE 


If the War Is Continued the Disrup¬ 
tion of the National League 
Is Expected. 


FREEDMAN MAY SELL OUT. 


A G. SPALDING has certainly 
struck a popular chord by his 
action in the National League 
■ fight. He has placed the Is¬ 
sues before the magnates fairly—base¬ 
ball as a business run on monopolistic 
trust principles, or baseball as a sport, 
conducted in the public Interest. The de¬ 
cision could only be reached on one basis, 
but Mr. 8palding proposes to dispose of 
professions of sportsmanship And compel 
the practice of the doctrines preached, the 
fulfillment of the promises mad**. On this 
ground only can the league appeal to the 
American public In the same class as the 
American League. An attempt to evade 
the Issue means disruption and death to 
the older body. 

The manner of Mr. Spalding's election 
to the presidency Is unfortunate. 

Now. though he holds the office legally, 
he must be antagonized by the Indianap¬ 
olis man. Success can only come to the 
league through harmonious action, and 
one or the other faction must be retired. 

Spalding's statement that Freedman 
must go will be accepted gladly by the 
baseball world. If Brush follows few will 
regret the loss. Soden and Robison de¬ 
serve better, 

Th^re Is going to be a hot time before 
the crisis Is finally post. No one enn now 
say whether the situation means two Na¬ 
tional Leagues or none. 

• • • 

How Spalding Stands. 


The new president of the National 
League has two Western and two East¬ 
ern clubs with him. and two from each 
section ngainst him. Hart and Rogers, 
who two ye:irsago were held from thrash¬ 
ing each other at tho annual meeting, are 
now allies und standing firmly by Spald¬ 
ing. Ebb*tt8 and Abell, of Brooklyn, 
knowing that Freedman Is trying to force 
them out of the league, are naturally 
allied with Spuldlng. Barney Dreyfuss. 
Is with Spalding. With Freedman are ar¬ 
rayed tho Boston triumvirs, disgruntled 
because they lost money last season, and 
interested to some extent In the Now 
York Club; Frank Robison, with the shat¬ 
tered St. Louis Club, and Brush, once a 
diplomat and shrewd schemer, once a 
man whose brain could be relied upon 
for any baseball wisdom, but who now 
want9 to change baseball Into a trust and 
syndicate. 

All the sportmanshlp. all the pluck, and 
all the common sense are with Spalding, 
and will support him In the election, 
w hich, according to good lawyers was en¬ 
tirely legal. And—what Is more to the 
point than anything else—press nnd pub¬ 
lic alike are enthusiastically and almost 
to a unit In favor of Mr. Spalding. Only 
a couple of New York papers are uphold¬ 
ing the losing cause.

Freedman May Transfer. 


The future do'.ngs of the Freedman fac¬ 
tion are problematical. Mr. Freedman 
may growl a bit. and then fall Into line, 
■waiting for a trance to get even at some 
distant day. or he may raise tho flag of 
rebelKon. If ho offers to Jump to tho 
American, he will find the Johnsonian or¬ 
ganization shy and wary of him and his 
way. Johnson would be delighted to 
btvak Into New York, but not to be sad- 
dltMl with Freedman. If Andy will trans. 
fer his grounds and players, retaining a 
good percentage Interest, but no actual 
authority, a deal couM be framed, and 
It ts hinted that w res arc already being 
laid In such directions. The Boston tri¬ 
umvirs. who rather like Mr. Spalding, 
soon will get into the band-wagon, and 
Robison will yield, sorely harassed as he 
now Is by the pressure of Impending 
competition. 

Mr Spalding la likely to seek peace with 
th*.* American, but will seek it In a square 
fashion, and without cither truckling or 
bulldozing He will seek an understand¬ 
ing with Johnson on the basis of non- 
confilctmg schedules, and mutual respect 
of reserve rule«. Johnson, know ng that 
he has not the gentle, feeble Nick Young 
to fight, will he a bit cautious In his on¬ 
slaughts, and peace la no longer an im¬ 
possibility. # 

How Will He Take ItP 


The election of Mr. Spalding may mean 
a revolution, an Insurrection, and a gen¬ 
eral »mash-up of the old league. Men 
like Freedman do not take utter defeat 
any too kindly, although men like Brush, 
when they see themeelvo* beaten, w II 
yield, smile and get Into line. Freedman's 
pnde received a blow at the Fifth-avenue 
Hotel which he can never forgive. It has 
ever been Freedman's dream to become 
baseball’s dictator. He wonted to ag¬ 
grandize himself In place.

(Minor Leagues' Union), and form the 
new American Association In order to give 
W. H. Watkins and the Indianapolis club 
a place in some circuit The league was 
formed and Hickey, who was the father 
of the union, deserts! It to accept th* 
presidency of Brusn’s new organization. 
The American Association proceeded to 
invade territory that belonged to other 
leagues, ami aa a result the National As¬ 
sociation rose in righteous wrath and ls 
now on the trail of Mr. Hickey, deter¬ 
mined to fight him at every turn and 
threatening to take the mutter Into tJve 
courts.

AN AUTHORITY ON IRON TRADE. 


Commanded Steamer Saladin Between 
Louisville and New Orleans 
In 1848. 


OLD HOME AT “THE MEADOWS.' 


C&pL Thomas C. Coleman, who had 
been 111 for some time at his home. "The 
Meadows," near Shepherdsvllle, dlfd 
yesterday morning about 5 o’clock. The 
end had been expected for several days 
and his children were about his bedside 
when the end came. The arrangement* 
for the funeral have not been complet¬ 
ed. 

Thomas C. Coleman was born In Oork, 
Ireland. March 27, 1824. His father, of 


an iron merchant In association with hi* 
son, Mr. T. C. Coleman, Jr., and re¬ 
garded as a lending authority In ait 
matters pertaining to the manufacture 
of Iron. In early life he engaged in. the 
•teamheat business a* clerk and after¬ 
ward a captain of boats fen the Ohio 
and Mlforssippl river trade. In 1848 he 
commanded the Saladiu, a first-cla** 8 
passenger steamboat plying between 
Louisville and New Orleans, and was a 
popular officer with the traveling public. 
* • • 

Interest In His Work. 

Like bis father. Capt. Coleman was 
noted for has thorough business quali¬ 
ties, devoting himself to hfc* work and 
letting nothing divert him from fet- But 
It was In the domestic circle that he 
exhibited qualities which have made 
him notable for his devotion a* a hus¬ 
band and father, and which will long 
cause hi* memory to be cherished by 
a large circle of relatives And friends. 
For the greater time since the war he 
has had a country residence on the 
main stem of the I^oulsvllle and Nash¬ 
ville railroad near Shepherdsvine. call¬ 
ed the "Meadows." embracing in the 
tract seveml himdrad acres. Phenes h? 
came every morning In the week by rail 
to bis business in the city and there 
In his hospitable home he found re¬ 
laxation from the cares of business. No 
figure was more familiar on the streets 
of l»ulsvfellv and no warmer grasp was 
extended to hla numerous friends.

His Sturdy Constitution. 


Of a remarkably sturdy frame and 
strong constitution, Capt. Coleman 
withstood the advance of age w ith but 
little apparent encroachment upon his 
vitality. But two years ago he nar¬ 
rowly escaped death In a rear end col¬ 
lision upon the train In which he was 
returning home, a lady to whom he 
had politely given given up his seat

the same name, wo* also a native of 
Cork, where he was b^rn In 1800. and 
q graduate of the University of Dub¬ 
lin. He entered upon commercial pur¬ 
suits, was successful In business, and 
while st 11 a young man became part 
owner of a line of steam packers. In 
1834 he came to America and after 
settling In Louisville entered at onoe 
Into the steamboat business. In 1849, 
having been successful as the owner 
and commander of a number of steam¬ 
boats. he purchased the Louisville Roll¬ 
ing M ils and was the leading fcron 
founder of Louisville until his death in 
1861. He left .seven sons and several 
daughters. 

Of the former Thomas C. Coleman 
was the elder, and. having been ck so- 
ly associated with hi* father in the 
iron bittiness, succeeded bm as presi¬ 
dent of the Rolling Mill Company and 
continued at the head of the corpora¬ 
tion during its existence. Since then 
he has been engaged in the business of 


; being killed. Although he received no 
I apparent bodily injury U is thought 
; that the shock to his nervous system 
Impaired his vitality and led to the 
termination of hi* life earlier than It 
otherwise would have occurred. 

On July 3. 1849. ('apt. Coleman mar¬ 
ried Dulelnea, daughter of Gen. Will¬ 
iam Johnson, a prominent farmer and 
legislator of Scott county. Kentucky, 
w’ho survives him. The union was 
blessed with a large family of children, 
most of whom have married and re¬ 
moved to other States, but all are fre¬ 
quent visitors U> the paternal roof tree.

Mr*. Arthur Moxham. of Sidney. Cape 
Breton.

As she straightened out In the stream 
and began punuling away undtr full 
pressure for Memphis, tti? smoke of an¬ 
other steamer, desperately driven, came 
In sight around the last bond down 
stream. 

They had been going half an hour 
when the escort committee sent for the 
Captain of the boat. 

•Til call Capt. Coleman," replied the 
mate addressed. 

"Capt, Coleman?" exclaimed the lead¬ 
er of the csrort committee, "why what 
boat is this?" 

"The Saladin. bound for Louisville." 
came the prompt response. 

My God! Stop the boat! Turn 
around! Stop, quick! Here, All of you, 
we are on the wrong boat." 

At the shouts of the leader, the rest 
of the escort committee crowded about. 

"Who? What? What Is it?" They 
cried. 

"We are on the wrong bnat," and at 
that in a body the committee rushed 
for Coleman. 

He appeared Just In the midst of the 
excited men. 

"Is there anything I can do for you, 
gentleman?" He wai the only cool man 
in the lot. They pressed about him. 
The cabin was loud with their oaths, 
demands, denunciations. Coleman was 
calm and os smiling as the proverbial 
basket of chips. 

He was awfully sorry, but he ran on 
schedule time and his boat could not 
stop for anything.

To go down In history as the only 
person who ever kidnaped a President 
of the United States should be enough 
for one man. and this distinction be¬ 
longs to Capt. T. C. Coleman, who died 
yesterday. The episode makes one of 
the most interesting stories of a career 
fruitful of anecdotes. 

That was In those old days before the 
railroads had bound the land with steel, 
the days Just after the Mexican War, 
when the Mississippi was the grand wa¬ 
ter road of the country’s progress and 
the floating palaces that plied from 
Louisville to New' Orleans w'ere famous 
on two continents. Zachary Taylot 
was President of the United States and 
Capt. Coleman kidnaped him and ran 
aw'ay gaylv up stream with the offi¬ 
cial steamer of conveyance struggling 
far In the rear after the l iver greyhound 
Saladin. That nas on Zachary Taylor s 
triumphal tour of the country, and the 
fame of the c-xptylt brought thousands 
on thousands of dollars to the Cole¬ 
mans and established their line of 
steamers ns the foremost In the river 
trade. 

The first Thomas C. Coleman owned 
a line of fine packets plying from Louls- 
vitle to New' Orleans. They were the 
big floating palaces of that day and the 
pride of the lot was the Saladin. 
Nothing that beat water on two rivers 
could hold her when Capt. Coleman 
chose to turn her loose—"with a nigger 
squat on her safety valve and her fur¬ 
nace choked with rosin and pine." 
Young T. C. Coleman commanded h^r. 
There was a bout belonging to a rival 
line that sometimes disputed with the 
Saladin the sway of the river. The 
rival always had a chance, but the 
Saladin always got there first.

of the victory. 

Big monsters of gloom nnd Joy, the 
steamers pulled away from the New' Or¬ 
leans dock side by side 

"Anyhow, boys, we’ll show them the 
Saladin is the better boat," said Capt. 
Cbleman, and hJs crew answered him 
' with a will. 

The Saladin be~an to draw ahead. 

' Then together, Hckety-spHt. up the 
! river they came, and the pf .*ple cn the 
levees and the hands in the fields stop¬ 
ped to watch and to wonder, for they 
iviver before had seen two boat* g Ing 
up the .Mississippi that way. And every 
landing for the Saladin was a winning 
landing. 

The whole of Vicksburg was gather, d 
on the bluff -to see the President off. 
The old soldier stood in the midst of his 
escort committee, and growled and 
bowed. He was heartily tired of so 
much ceremony, and waited anxiously 
the coming of the boat that was to 
carry him on to Memphis.

Will Cost About $50,000 and Will Be

Old Company Makes Answer In the 
Suit Filed By the Home Tel¬ 
ephone Company. 


The Cumberland Telephone and Tele¬ 
graph Company, defendant In tlie ac¬ 
tion styled the Louisville Home Tele¬ 
phone Company, complainant, against 
the Cumberland Telephone and Tele¬ 
graph Company, filed Its answer to the 
bill of complaint of the Home company 
in the United State* District Court yes¬ 
terday. 

The answer Is a lengthy Instrument, 
and is a general denial of the allega¬ 
tions of the complainant. The only ex¬ 
ception is that It admits that It has 
placed poles and wires along Preston 
street and other highway*, a* charged 
In the bill, and In doing so It changed 
the pole* from their former locations. 
This was done, so the defendant claims, 
to get on the curb line of new streets 
as laid out and the stringing of addi¬ 
tional wife*, the placing of new poles 
and larger cross arms were necessary 
to carry out certain Improvements that 
had been contemplated for several 
months. 

The defendant denies that an effort 
ha* been made to injure or embarrass 
the complainant In any way. and says 
that the Ohio Valley Telephone Com¬ 
pany. Its predecessor, was granted au¬ 
thority by the Legislature and by the 
city of Louisville to erect Its poles and 
string its wires along any streets In the 
city, and when the defendant took over 
the property of the Ohio Valley com¬ 
pany It acquired bU the rights vested 
In it. 

It is charged that the Louisville Home 
Telephone Company. In erecting Its 
poles and wires on the east Instead of 
the weM side of Preston street south 
of the tracks of the Louisville and j 
Nashville railroad crossing, interfered | 
with and unlawfully Invaded the rights , 
of the defendant. In conclusion, the ; 
answer states that there Is no equity In 
the complainant's bill, and prays that 
It be dismissed with costs. 

A replication by the complainant In 
another action, in which the Cumber¬ 
land company Is the complainant, was 
filed yesterday afternoon. In which It 
Is stnted that the answer of the Home 
company Is untrue, uncertain and In¬ 
sufficient to warrant a reply at length 
from the complainant
